We entered college in September, 
1941, a freshman class of 57 girls. 
Those here then who are still among 
us are: Rosalie Hammer and Kath- 

leen Kennaley from Loretto Acad- 
emy, Mabel Prichard and Louise 
Youndoff from St. Vincent’s, Betty 
Snediker from Redemptorist, Betty 
Ann O’Neill from St. Aloysius and 
Rosemary O’Leary from St. Teresa’s 
Academy. Genevieve Green was our 
freshman class president; our vice- 
president was Ilene Robinson. Louise 
Youngdoff was secretary and Martha 
Sanderson, treasurer. Sister Pacho- 
mia, our class moderator, was very 
much responsible for helping to 
bring us through the green stage in 
which we entered college. The first 
thing we remember — the sopho- 
mores of 1941 had us bowing and 
scraping to them for three days — 
but only three days — during initia- 
tion. We acted and dressed ac- 
cording to their rules — one black 
sock and one white sock, pigtails 
and no make-up. They did, how- 
ever, amply make it up to us with 
a formal freshman hop right after 
Thanksgiving — our first college 
dance. Will we ever forget the Val- 
entine’s day dance given in the as- 
sembly hall on Friday the 13th in 
February; and our Red Cross sweat- 
ers we all went into knitting so 
wholeheartedly.

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Catholic Travel 
League Plans 
For Post-War 

Significant plans of particular in- 
terest to the post-war Catholic trav- 
eler were contained in a joint state- 
ment issued recently by Ralph T. 
Reed, president of the American Ex- 
press Company, and Raymond J. Mc- 
Carthy, president of the Catholic 
Travel League. It was announced 
that the facilities of the leading or- 
ganizers of shrine pilgrimages have 
been joined with the world-wide 
travel service of American Express 
Company to foster post-war travel to 
places of Catholic interest. Both 
organizations have an outstandingly 
successful history of travel opera- 
tion and direction. 

Under the arrangement just con- 
summated, plans for post-war travel 
by American Express-Catholic Trav- 
el League are far-reaching. They 
call for pilgrimages and trips to 
locales at which history is now in the 
making. 

To Map Full Itinerary 

The combined efforts of the two 
organizations will be toward devel- 
oping routes which include object- 
ives of particular concern to the 
Catholic traveler. These include 
Rome and the Vatican; the world- 
famous shrines of Lourdes and Lis- 
ieux in France; Guadalupe in Mex- 
ico; Ste. Anne de Beaupre in Can- 
ada, and the periodic assemblages of 
sacred character, such as the Holy 
Year and the Eucharistic Congress. 

Formed in 1929, the Catholic Tra- 
vel League started w i t h endorse- 
ments of the Roman Catholic Hier- 
archy and of leaders in the Catholic 
educational sphere. A m ong the 
charter endorsers were the late Pat- 
rick Cardinal Hayes, Archbishop of 
New York, and the late William 
Cardinal O’Connell, Archbishop of 
Boston; also the Most Rev. Michael 
J. Curley, Archbishop of Baltimore, 
and a number of bishops and other 
church dignitaries. The Executive 
Council and Advisory Board con- 
sisted of the presidents of many of 
the Catholic universities in the 
United States. These included 
Fordham, Holy Cross, Boston col- 
lege, Georgetown, Manhattan col- 
lege, Catholic university, Duquesne, 
Santa Clara and St. John's college of 
Brooklyn. 

Dates Back 30 Years 

The American Express, as a travel 
organization, dates back to 1915. It 
had some twenty-five years before 
invented the travelers checque sys- 
tem. To service its checque patrons 
it established offices in the principal 
travel centers of Europe. At these 
offices, travelers, cashing their 
checques, often requested that tick- 
ts and accommodations be secured, 
and that their routes be planned. In 
1915, American Express initiated its 
travel service in the United States.

The procurement of a motorcycle 
for the Reverend Victor W. Tucker, 
S.J., native priest in India, was the 
goal of the recent “Bottle Contest” 
staged by the freshman-senior and 
junior-sophomore classes.
